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PMC  Celebrates 

Emily  Kernan  Rafferty  69 

New  President  of  New  York  City's 

Metropolitan 
Museum 
of  Art 

On  April  13,  more  than  100  members  of  the  PMC  community  attended 
some  portion  of  the  celebration  of  Emily  Kernan  Rafferty  ’69’s  recent 
appointment  as  the  first  woman  president  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art  in  New  York  City,  capping  a 28-year  career  there. 

Rafferty’s  oversight  of  the  Museum’s  national 
and  international  fundraising  operations  created 
countless  opportunities  for  others  by  helping  to 
bring  in  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  to  the 
Museum  and  increasing  membership  levels  and 
exhibit  viewing  times. 

Rafferty  welcomed  the  group  and  gave  an  over- 
view of  the  Museum,  its  operations,  and  its  history. 

Afterwards,  four  docents  took  the  attendees  on  pri- 
vate, two-and-a-half-hour  tours  of  the  Met. 

After  spending  the  afternoon  at  the  Museum,  the 
group,  now  numbering  more  than  130,  reassembled  at 
6 p.m.  at  the  Colony  Club  on  Park  Avenue  for  a cocktail 
reception  with  Rafferty.  Former  PMC  trustee  Deborah 
Wiley  ’69,  who  hosted  the  event,  welcomed  everyone, 
and  President  Nemerowicz  presented  an  overview  of 
PMC  and  introduced  faculty,  staff,  and  1 1 current  stu- 
dents who  made  the  one-day  trip  to  New  York  City. 

Rafferty  then  reminisced  about  her  time  at  PMC.  “There 
is  little  doubt,”  Rafferty  emphasized,  “that  the  women’s 
education  I received  throughout  my  early  life  and  at  PMC 
well  prepared  me  to  believe  in  the  role  that  we  as  women 
can  play  in  public  and  professional  life.” 

Rafferty  noted  that  she  learned  several  important  les- 
sons at  Pine  Manor,  including  one  about  accessibility.  One 
of  her  classmates  at  PMC  was  handicapped,  and  everyone 
helped  her  to  get  around  the  campus  and  to  her  classes  and 
appointments.  “However,  the  difficulties  we  had  in  negotiat- 
ing some  of  the  stairs  and  parts  of  the  campus  has  always  stuck  with 
me  and  was  the  driving  motivation  behind  my  insistence  on  making  the 
entire  Museum  handicap  accessible.”  The  classmate  mentioned,  Elaine  Burns  of 
Wellesley,  Mass,  (opposite,  in  wheelchair),  who  was  in  the  audience,  was  thun- 
derstruck by  Rafferty’s  remarks.  “I  haven’t  seen  her  since  graduation,”  Burns  said, 
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“and  I didn’t  even  think  she’d  remember  who 

I was.  To  be  remembered  after  all  those  years 
and  to  have  unknowingly  been  the  catalyst  for 
major  changes  in  the  Museum  is  truly  amazing 
to  me.” 

During  the  reception,  many  of  Rafferty’s 
classmates  had  their  first  reunion  in  40  years. 
One  of  them  discovered  that  her  second  cousin 
is  currently  attending  PMC  and  was  one  of  the 

I I students  at  the  function.  The  reception  was 
followed  by  dinner  for  the  35  sponsors  of  the 
event  and  Rafferty’s  classmates  from  the  Class 
of ’69. 

As  a result  of  the  event,  a number  of  alumnae 
have  volunteered  to  work  on  various  PMC  proj- 
ects, including  a monthly  New  York  City  lunch 
group.  In  addition,  more  than  $15,000  was 
raised  for  the  College.  ♦

Just  inside  the  main  gate  to  PMC’s  campus,  noted  Brookline 
sculptor  David  Bakalar’s  “Life  Force  I”  stands  to  the  right  of  the 
sweeping  drive  as  a thought-provoking  welcome  to  the  cam- 
pus. A gift  from  the  sculptor  in  1997,  it  was  presented  to  the 
College  to  honor  the  inauguration  of  Gloria  Nemerowicz  as  the 
ninth  President  of  the  College. 


E round  the  campus  in  carefully  selected  spots  is  a trea- 
sure trove  of  fine  public  art,  sited  to  maximize  the  effec- 
tiveness of  each  piece.  All  of  it  is  on  permanent  display 
for  the  enjoyment  of  the  community. 


Dimitri  Hadzi’s  sculpture  “Primavera”  stands  in  front  of  the 
Annenberg  Library  and  Communications  Center.  Dedicated 
in  conjunction  with  PMC’s  75th  anniversary  in  1986,  the 
sculpture  was  the  gift  of  Carolyn  Mann  Caswell  ’52  and  Ruth 
Barstow  Dixon  ’33.  It  is  one  of  five  of  Hadzi’s  works  in 
the  Greater  Boston  area  and  has  been  included  in 
“A  Guide  to  Public  Art  in  Greater  Boston”  written  by 
Marty  Carlock. 


Perched  on  top  of  the  main  cupola  of  the  barn,  which 
was  built  in  1891  and  served  as  a barn  and  a coach

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house,  is  a magnificent  golden  weather  vane  in  the  shape 
of  a cow.  It  was  designed  at  the  request  of  the  Dane  family, 
who  originally  owned  the  estate  now  comprising  PMC,  to 
symbolize  the  benefits  that  they  received  from  agriculture 
in  general  and  their  dairy  herd  in  particular.  Originally  there 
was  a large  mechanical  clock  with  polished  brass  mecha- 
nisms situated  immediately  below  the  weather  vane.  The 
clock  symbolized  industry  and  development. 

Farther  down  the  drive  on  the  left,  next  to  the  Dane  Science 
Building,  stands  Robert  Cronin’s  sculpture,  “Bellfast,” 
Commissioned  by  the  Boston  Foundation  and  Boston  Arts 
Commission  in  1972,  the  six-foot-high  metal  sculpture 
was  funded  by  a grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts.

Framing  the  entrance  to  the  Ferry 
Administration  Building  are  two  large,  carved 
dragon  heads  that  serve  as  braces  for  the 
portico  of  the  main  entrance.  Designed 
in  1891  by  the  architects  of  the  build- 
ing, Jacques  and  Rantoul,  they  allude  to 
Scandinavian  mythology  and  honor  the  Dane 
Family,  who  commissioned  the  building.  ♦ 


Perched  on  the  edge  of  the  plaza  in  front  of  the  Ashby 
Campus  Center  is  “Running  Free,”  a bronze  sculpture 
of  three  playful  dolphins  by  noted  Connecticut  sculptor 
Katherine  Tod  Johnstone  '41 , a gift  to  the  College  in  honor 
of  her  50th  Reunion.  The  sculpture  won  the  esteemed 
Anna  Hyatt  Huntington  Award  of  the  Pludson  Valley  Art 
Association  in  1978.

PMC's  Rudin  Leadership  Workshops 

in  High  Schools  from  Maine  to  New  York

The  Center  for  ilsr  has  hit  the 
road — with  an  exciting  new  pro- 
gram expanding  the  Susan  and 
Jack  Rudin  Leadership  Conferences.  To 
share  the  concepts  of  inclusive  lead- 
ership and  social  responsibility  more 
widely,  the  Center’s  high  school  leader- 
ship programming,  thanks  to  the  con- 
tinuing support  from  the  Rudins,  is  now 
able  to  offer  a series  of  free  workshops 
to  high  school  students  throughout 
New  England.  The  two-hour  workshops, 
held  on-site  at  high  schools,  provide  an 
intensive  leadership  program  for  female 
sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors. 

Activities  focus  on  helping  partici- 
pants create  a positive  change  in  their 
school  in  a way  that  includes  all  voices 
— especially  those  possibly  neglected 
in  the  past.  The  workshops  focus  on 
one  or  two  issues,  chosen  by  the  high 
school  students  from  the  following: 
working  more  effectively  in  teams; 
increasing  self-confidence;  becoming 
a more  inclusive  community;  conflict 
resolution;  speaking  up  for  ourselves  as 
young  women;  and  better  understand- 
ing diversity. 

During  each  workshop,  the  students 
are  taken  through  an  “action  planning” 
process  to  help  create  positive  changes 
in  their  schools.  Plans  arising  out  of  this 
year’s  workshops  have  included  the 
creation  of  a community  service  club; 
a letter-writing  campaign  to  the  State 


Board  of  Education  regarding  serious 
facilities  problems;  revitalization  of  a 
student  council  to  better  communicate 
students’  views  to  school  administra- 
tors; development  of  a “peer  mediation 
team”  to  address  an  increasing  number 
of  student-to-student  conflicts;  and  cre- 
ation of  a “girls’  group”  to  meet  weekly 


to  deal  with  issues  unique  to  young 
women  in  their  school  environment. 

To  date,  the  Center  has  received  24 
requests  for  workshops  and  has  facili- 
tated workshops  in  16  schools,  with 
more  scheduled.  Designed  for  groups  of 
1 5 to  20,  recent  workshops  have  accom- 
modated from  6 to  45  students.  Center 
staff  have  traveled  to  schools  from 
rural  Maine  to  New  York  City.  In  most 
cases,  a PMC  student  co-facilitates  the 
workshops  with  the  Center’s  Director 
of  Youth  and  Student  Programs. 
Jasmine  Haynes  ’05,  Jo  Madaglia  ’05, 
and  Donnaree  Wynter  ’05  co-facilitated 
workshops  this  year. 


The  new  program  will  enhance  accessi- 
bility and  opportunity: 

• High  school  students  have  increasing 
demands  on  their  time — jobs,  family 
obligations,  sports,  college  preparato- 
ry work,  community  service.  Bringing 
leadership  programs  to  them  benefits 
more  students. 


• The  cost  of  a full  weekend-long  or 
week-long  program  can  be  pro- 
hibitive for  many  students.  The  new 
workshop  program  will  provide  all 
participants  with  the  opportunity  to 
experience  our  leadership  programs 
at  no  cost. 

• When  students  attended  the 
Leadership  Conferences  on  campus, 
only  one  student  represented  her 
school  and  developed  a plan  to  take 
back  to  her  community.  Following 
the  new  workshops,  however,  many 
participants  will  be  able  to  work 
together  as  a team  to  create  positive 
change  in  their  school.  ♦

A Waltham,  Mass,  native,  Emond 
was  raised  in  Florida.  She  gradu- 
ated cum  laude  in  1994  with  a 
Communication  major  and  a Music 
minor. 

Emond  began  work  at  PMC  in 
August  1994,  two  months  after 
graduation.  After  some  job  search- 
ing, she  interviewed  for  a position 
in  the  Admissions  Office  at  PMC 
because  the  staff  at  the  College 
had  become  like  family  to  her  and  she  was  eager  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  the  people  who  had  helped  her 
throughout  her  college  years. 

Emond  started  as  an  Admissions  Assistant,  giving  tours 
and  doing  data  entry.  Several  years  later,  she  worked  in  the 
Institutional  Technology  Department  as  a Software  Support 
Specialist.  She  then  returned  to  the  Admissions  Office  and 
served  as  Assistant  Director  and  Senior  Assistant  Director.  She 
is  currently  the  Associate  Director  of  Admissions  Operations. 

In  reflecting  on  her  work  at  PMC,  Emond  said,  “I  strongly 
believe  in  the  mission  of  the  College  and  know  that  we  are 
transforming  the  lives  of  many  women  who  might  not  have 
had  the  chance  to  prove  themselves  at  a larger  institution. 
Many  of  our  students  overcome  tremendous  obstacles  to 
attend  Pine  Manor,  and  watching  them  grow  while  they're 
here  is  very  rewarding  for  me.  I am  very  proud  of  what  we 
have  become,  and  proud  of  the  strong  young  women  who 
become  my  fellow  alumnae  each  spring!” 

She  then  added  a personal  note,  “When  I got  married  in 
Newport  in  2002,  it  was  a real  thrill  for  me  to  have  so  many 
of  my  co-workers  attend.  Several  of  them  had  been  working 
at  the  College  when  I was  a student.  I will  always  value  the 
close  friendships  I have  made  here  during  the  past  15  years, 
both  with  alumnae  of  the  College  and  with  the  many  wonder- 
ful people  whose  mission  every  day  is  to  help  make  my  alma 
mater  a viable  option  for  hundreds  of  deserving  women.” 


Joan  Kelley  '00 

Originally  from  Denver,  Colo.,  Kelley  has  lived  in  the  Boston 
area  for  21  years.  She  is  currently  the  Art  Director  in  the  Media 
Relations  and  Publications  Office. 

Kelley  started  her  career  as  a freelance  graphic  designer, 
working  for  family  and  friends.  She  is  a self-taught  designer, 
having  taken  only  an  adult  education  pasteup  and  typesetting 
class.  “I  learned  on  the  job,  picking  up  new  skills  along  the 
way.”  Her  first  job  in  publishing  was  at  the  New  England  Real 
Estate  Journal  in  Norwell,  Mass.  She  worked  her  way  up  from  a 
pasteup  artist  for  the  billboard  ad  section  to  the  art  director 
of  the  New  York  section.  During  that  time,  the  paper  convert- 
ed from  typesetting  and  pasteup  to  computers — a welcome 
change  from  waxers  and  stat  cameras!  Kelley  also  worked  at 
Girl  Friday  in  Braintree,  Mass.,  a design  and  secretarial  com- 
pany. “Both  jobs  taught  me  to  work  under  tight  deadlines  and 
juggle  multiple  projects,”  she  recalled. 

Kelley  applied  to  PMC  for  a graphic  design  position  in  the 
Media  Relations  and  Publications  Office  in  November  1993. 
She  didn’t  get  the  job,  but  in  January  1994  she  was  asked 
to  help  with  the  College  newspaper  and  the  literary  journal, 
Conifers.  “I  was  hired  in  May  1994  as  Graphic  Designer  under 
Bonnie  Chansky,  the  Design  Coordinator.  After  a year,  she  left 
and  I was  promoted  to  her  position.  It  was  a case  of  being  at 
the  right  place  at  the  right  time.” 

The  first  course  she  took  at  PMC  was  in  monoprinting. 
“That  was  great  fun,  but  I had  blue  fingers  all  summer  from 
the  inks,”  she  said.  Kelley  kept  taking  classes,  one  per  semes- 
ter, until  she  had  enough  credits  to  seriously  think  about 
earning  a degree.  “What  was  really  a boost  was  earning  16 
credits  through  Credit  for  Prior  Learning,"  she  said.  “I  credit 
Dean  Chester  with  helping 
me  stay  on  track  to  get 
the  work  done — port- 
folios of  essays  demon- 
strating my  knowledge 
of  graphic  design,  samples 
of  my  work,  and  letters  of 
recommendations  from 
former  employers.” 

Kelley  received  an 
Associate’s  degree,  with  a 
concentration  in  Graphic 
Arts,  in  2000.  “Getting  the 
degree  was  very  important 
to  me,  but  I couldn’t  have 
done  it  without  the  sup- 
port and  encouragement 
of  faculty  and  staff.”  ♦

part  of  the  College’s  continuing 
activities  to  improve  student 
retention,  a campuswide  effort 
began  last  January,  facilitated  by  reten- 
tion consultant  Teresa  Farnum  (formerly 
with  Noel-Levitz,  a nationally  prominent 
retention  firm),  who  led  a planning 
workshop  on  campus  attended  by  25 
PMC  faculty  and  staff. 

The  two-day  session  took  the  first 
steps  toward  drafting  a comprehensive 
Retention  Plan,  identifying  four  top-pri- 
ority target  populations:  1)  all  students; 
2)  first-time,  full-time  students;  3)  resi- 
dent students;  and  4)  second-year  stu- 
dents. Four  corresponding  subgroups 
were  identified  on  day  two  of  the  work- 
shop to  formulate  short-term  and  long- 
term strategies  for  each  population. 
Once  the  strategies  were  in  place,  the 
same  subgroups  developed  and  articu- 
lated potential  action  steps.  A list  of  25 
strategies  was  sent  to  the  Recruitment 
and  Retention  (R&R)  Committee,  a 
subgroup  of  the  College  Planning 
Committee,  for  further  refinement. 


For  each  strategy,  the  R&R  Com- 
mittee appointed  coordinators  who 
organized  Implementation  Teams  to 
refine  each  strategy  and  execute  the 
assigned  action  plans.  Through  the 
establishment  of  the  Implementation 
Teams,  the  retention  initiative  now 
includes  40  members  of  the  community 
from  a variety  of  campus  offices. 

Following  meetings  in  February  with 
consultant  Farnum  by  each  Strategy 
Coordinator,  much  progress  has  been 
made  toward  both  the  short-term  and 
longer-term  objectives.  Some  actions 
have  already  had  direct  impact  on  the 
students.  The  most  visible  effort  to 
date  that  can  be  traced  directly  to  the 
retention  initiative  was  the  creation  of  a 
comfortable  Cafe  in  the  Campus  Center 
between  the  Presidents’  Dining  Room 
and  the  Dining  Flail. 

Melissa  Yoffe,  Director  of  Leadership 
Development  and  a Retention  Strategy 
Coordinator,  and  the  Community  Action 
Representatives  (a  student  club  known 
as  CAReS)  spearheaded  this  project.  The 


room  was  mostly  completed  when  stu- 
dents returned  from  Spring  Break,  and 
reaction  has  been  exceedingly  favor- 
able. Many  other  positive  changes  will 
occur  in  the  coming  months.  Following 
is  a partial  listing  of  the  25  strategies:

Most  recently,  at  the  request  of  students, 
the  open  space  that  previously  housed 
the  billiard  table  was  converted  into 
a reading  and  entertainment  lounge, 
furnished  with  computers,  TV  and  VCR, 
and  a variety  of  couches  and  study  areas. 
A committee  of  students  designed  the 
space,  chose  the  furniture,  and  selected 
and  coordinated  the  color  scheme. 


Other  changes  started  last  summer  with 
a reconfiguration  of  the  main  Dining  Hall. 
The  Private  Dining  Room  was  eliminated, 
and  a new  space  by  the  main  entrance 
was  created  for  the  College  Bookstore — 
which  was  moved  from  the  lower  level — 
and  Gator  Bites,  a mini  variety  store 
operated  by  Aramark  offering  snacks, 
basic  staples,  and  a gourmet  meals-to-go 
service.  The  lower-level  space  vacated  by 
the  Bookstore  has  been  converted  into 
two  large  classrooms/meeting  spaces, 
one  of  which  has  computer  stations.  ♦

Discussed  by  Distinguished  Panel 


LECTURER  SERIES 


The  Anne  P.  Nicholson  ’40  Distinguished  Lecturer  Series 
featured  a panel  discussion  exploring  African-American 
art  and  literature  on  March  23.  The  presentation, 
“Windows  to  the  Soul:  Is  Freedom  Visible?,"  was  co-sponsored 
by  the  BA  programs  in  History,  Visual  Arts,  and  English. 

The  panel  of  four  distinguished  speakers  focused  on  African- 
American  cultural  artifacts  as  expressed  through  both  the  visual 
arts  and  literature: 


— L’Merchie  Frazier  is  a nationally  recog- 
nized artist  and  the  director  of  education 
at  the  Museum  of  Afro-American  History  in 
Boston.  She  has  traveled  widely  and  is  rep- 
resented in  numerous  private  collections, 
as  well  as  the  permanent  collections  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institute,  Washington,  DC,  the 
American  Craft  Museum,  New  York,  and  the 
University  of  Vermont. 

— Lois  Brown  is  the  co-director  of  the 
Weissman  Center  for  Leadership  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  and  professor  of  English  and 
African  and  African-American  Studies  at 
Mt.  Holyoke  College.  Brown  has  published 
extensively  on  African-American  literature, 
including  a forthcoming  book  titled  Black 
Daughter:  Pauline  Elizabeth  Hopkins  and  the 
Politics  of  Race  and  Nation. 

— Ekua  Holmes  opened  the  Renaissance 
Art  and  Design  Gallery  on  Newbury  Street 
in  downtown  Boston  in  1991  to  support 
and  encourage  artists  of  color  by  present- 
ing exhibitions  of  local,  national,  and  inter- 
nationally acclaimed  artists.  She  is  also  the 
owner  and  creative  director  of  EJ  Designs. 
— Barry  Gaither  has  been  director  and  cura- 
tor of  the  Museum  of  the  National  Center 
of  Afro-American  Artists  and  special  con- 
sultant at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston, 
since  1969.  Gaither  has  served  on  many 
advisory  boards  and  committees,  includ- 
ing President  George  W.  Bush’s  Advisory 
Board  on  Historically  Black  Colleges  and 
Universities.  In  1997,  he  received  the  Commonwealth  Award 
for  Organizational  Leadership,  which  is  the  highest  award  in 
the  arts  given  by  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  ♦ 


Boston's  Channel  5 WCVB  Anchor 
Susan  Wornick  Speaks  on  Campus

Channel  5 WCVB  anchor  and  reporter  Susan  Wornick 
told  40  students  and  faculty  how  she  almost  went 
to  jail  for  refusing  to  reveal  the  name  of  a news 
source.  At  her  April  20  talk,  which  was  part  of  the  Anne  P. 
Nicholson  ’40  Distinguished  Lecturer  Series  co-sponsored 
by  the  Communication  Program,  Wornick  recalled  that  the 
source  eventually  came  forward.  Although  she  was  “scared  to 
death  about  the  prospect  of  going  to  jail,”  she  would  risk  jail 
again  to  protect  a source.

Wornick  described  how  she  first  got  into  the  broadcast- 
ing business  by  working  in  radio  sales  in  New  Hampshire. 
“Persistence  and  hard  work  are  key  to  making  it  in  television,” 
she  said.  Early  in  her  career  she  worked  seven  days  a week  to 
try  to  make  a name  for  herself,  and  it  paid  off.  Soon  she  was 
working  weekends  at  Channel  5 in  Needham. 

The  event  concluded  with  Wornick’s  encouraging  students 
to  apply  for  internships  and  to  network  as  much  as  possible 
in  order  to  get  their  foot  in  the  door  in  the  broadcasting 
industry.  ♦

“my  internship  was  a big  boost  up  for 
my  maturity  level.”  A May  2005  graduate, 
Foster  majored  in  Business  Administration, 
with  a concentration  in  Accounting  and 
Finance.  Fler  fall  2004  Senior  Internship 
was  at  Commonwealth  Financial  Group 
(CFG),  a Boston  firm  that  provides  insur- 
ance and  financial  products  and  services 
for  individuals  and  businesses. 

“CFG’s  financial  strategy  includes  the 
objective  “that  each  associate  be  a highly 
competent  professional,  respected  for 
technical  expertise,  product  knowledge, 
and  commitments  to  professional  growth 
through  continuing  education  and  service 
to  the  community.” 

Foster  was  grateful  for  this  objective  at 
CFG,  even  though  she  was  only  an  intern. 
Fler  training  and  mentoring  were  tops,  she 
believes.  With  a senior  CFG  staff  member 
as  her  site  supervisor,  Foster  participated 
daily  in  activities  related  to  corporate  cli- 
ents—enrollment  meetings,  presentations, 
business  dinners,  compliance  meetings. 
“There  never  was  a tedious  day.  I worked 
side  by  side  with  a retirement  plan  special- 
ist, who  focuses  on  clients’  investments 
and  retirement  plans  and  how  to  keep 
in  compliance  with  them.  When  a client 
wasn’t  in  the  office,  I witnessed  business 
call  after  business  call  and  learned  a lot 
about  the  field  and  about  handling  cli- 
ents.” 

When  outsiders  visited  headquarters, 
Foster’s  supervisor  would  introduce  her 
and  ask  permission  for  her  to  join  the 
meetings.  “I  learned  a tremendous  amount 
in  these  conferences,  including  a good 
understanding  of  the  terms  involved  in 
financial  planning.  Sometimes  my  supervi- 
sor would  even  ask  me  to  explain  certain 
terms  and  concepts.  Fie  was  so  good  at 
his  job,  so  self-confident,  that  he  made  me 
feel  more  confident,”  she  reports. 

Before  interning  at  CFG,  Foster  only 
knew  that  she  wanted  to  use  her  love 


of  accounting  and  finance  in  her  future 
career.  Fler  internship  experience  fine- 
tuned  her  goals,  and  now  she  hopes  to 
be  a financial  advisor,  a position  that  will 
require  more  education  toward  licensing. 
“I’d  love  to  work  in  retirement  planning. 
It’s  so  crucial  for  so  many  people’s  lives.” 
As  a first  step  she  decided  to  increase  her 
knowledge  by  securing  a lower-level  posi- 
tion in  a financial  services  firm. 

“I  could  really  see  how  much  I had 
developed  in  my  internship  when  I started 
looking  for  jobs,”  states  Foster.  “My  CFG 
experience  helped  me  get  interviews, 
then  my  mentor  at  CFG  prepped  me  for 
the  kind  of  questions  people  might  ask, 
and  that  made  me  more  confident.  Several 
interviewers  told  me  they  were  impressed 
with  my  knowledge  of  the  industry.” 
Foster’s  supervisor  encouraged  her  to 
network  too.  “I  left  CFG  with  a stack  of 
business  cards,”  says  Foster.  “My  supervi- 
sor talked  with  me  about  the  importance 
of  networking  and  gave  me  tips  on  how  to 
do  it.  I’m  gradually  working  through  the 
cards,  setting  up  information  interviews.” 
The  Boston  area  was  Foster’s  original 
choice  for  a job,  but  she  decided  to  settle 
in  the  South  “where  it’s  not  so  cold!”  (She 
plans  to  live  with  her  sisters  in  Georgia 
and  North  Carolina.)  Foster  is  now  working 
part-time  for  Bank  of  America,  and  she’d 
like  to  work  there  full-time  after  gradua- 
tion. “I’ve  been  very  happy  at  Pine  Manor 
these  four  years.  I had  a lot  of  fun  in  col- 
lege, and  I took  advantage  of  every  oppor- 
tunity: clubs,  class  offices,  sports — as  well 
as  part-time  work  in  a candy  shop.” 

“The  people  at  PMC  are  great,”  she 
adds.  “Especially  the  staff.  Everyone  wants 
to  see  you  succeed,  and  they’re  all  willing 
to  help.  The  ongoing  support,  prodding, 
and  encouragement  of  faculty  and  staff 
have  helped  me  grow  in  more  ways  than 
I can  name.  I am  a different  person  than 
1 was  four  years  ago — I’m  happier,  self- 
confident,  more  focused-and  I’m  really 
excited  about  my  future!”  ♦ 
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Professor  Beverly  G.  Alexander  spent 
40  years  at  PMC  (1948-1988)  teach- 
ing English.  Upon  her  retirement, 
Alexander’s  students  endowed  the  Beverly 
G.  Alexander  Achievement  in  Writing 
Award. 

During  her  years  at  PMC,  Alexander 
taught  Freshman  Composition,  Intro- 
duction to  Drama,  Drama  as  Literature, 
Shakespeare,  Modern  Drama,  Images  of 
Women  in  Drama,  and  Theatre  in  Boston. 
She  also  started  the  first  campus  news- 
paper, Pine  Twigs,  later  renamed  the 
Cosmotarian,  and  served  as  its  faculty  advi- 
sor for  a number  of  years,  helping  the 
students  win  several  national  journalism 
prizes. 

Alexander  insisted  that  her  students 
take  an  interest  in  theatre  and  made  sure 
they  saw  at  least  one  play  each  semester. 
She  even  got  the  7:30  p.m.  weeknight 
curfew  waived  so  they  could  attend.  Her 
Theatre  in  Boston  course  always  dealt  with 
seven  current  plays  appearing  in  Boston 
theatres  and  was  continuously  a challenge 
because  she  had  to  prepare  completely 
new  material  each  semester. 

Alexander's  active  participation  in  cam- 
pus affairs  included  helping  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a faculty  tenure  system.  She 
received  a Distinguished  Service  Award 
from  the  College  and  a citation  that  hon- 
ored her  for  bringing  generations  of  PMC 
students  the  joys  of  studying  literature 
and  cited  her  kindness  and  ability  to  truly 
listen,  as  well  as  her  fairness  and  her  wise 
counsel. 

During  a 1970  sabbatical,  Alexander 
traveled  to  15  secondary  schools  around 
the  country  that  were  feeders  for  PMC  to 
look  at  their  English  programs  and  to  make 
recommendations  for  their  curricula. 

Alexander  also  served  as  the  College’s 
part-time  Public  Relations  Director  for  six 
years  in  the  late  1950s  and  early  1960s 
and  coordinated  the  50th  Anniversary  cel- 
ebrations, which  were  attended  by  many 
notables,  including  Speaker  of  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives  Joseph  Martin

Beverly  G.  Alexander 


and  Secretary  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare  Abraham  Ribicoff 

Alexander  was  born  in  Philadelphia  in 
1918;  her  mother  was  a bacteriologist 
and  her  father,  a doctor.  Her  early  educa- 
tion was  in  a one-room  school  with  five 
classes  in  it.  After  graduating  from  high 
school  in  1935,  Alexander  spent  one  year 
at  Goucher  College,  then  transferred  to 
Radcliffe,  where  she  earned  a BA  degree 
in  Greek  and  English  literature  magna 
cum  laude.  Lacking  certification  to  teach, 
Alexander  spent  a semester  at  Hyannis 
Teachers’  College  taking  education  cours- 
es and  a semester  as  a cadet  teacher  in 
St.  Johnsbury,  Vt.  She  taught  21  classes, 
including  agriculture,  earning  S30  and 
room  and  board. 

Since  finding  a job  was  difficult  in  the 
post-Depression  years,  Alexander  sent 
more  than  300  letters  before  she  was 
offered  a job  as  assistant  librarian  at  the 
Plymouth,  Mass.,  Public  Library.  Later  she 
got  teaching  positions  at  Reading  Jr.  High 
School  and  Melrose  High  School,  and 
she  won  a teaching  fellowship  from  the 
University  of  Vermont. 

Near  the  end  of  World  War  II, 
Alexander  joined  the  Red  Cross  and  spent 
two  years  running  servicemen’s  clubs  in 
England,  France,  and,  after  the  end  of 
the  war,  Austria.  “I  just  listened  to  the 
GIs,”  Alexander  recalled.  “They  talked  and 
talked.  Combat  and  death  were  unforget- 
table to  them.  Listening  was  the  most 
helpful  thing  I did  there.  I also  saw  the 
bombed  cities  and  hungry  and  homeless 
people,  but  what  the  servicemen  had  seen 
and  been  through,  of  course,  was  much 
worse.” 

When  she  returned  to  the  U.S., 
Alexander  won  a fellowship  to  Columbia 
University,  where  she  earned  her 
Master’s  degree  in  English.  She  then 
came  to  PMC  for  “one  or  two  years” 
and  spent  the  next  40  at  the  College. 

Since  retirement  Alexander  has  been 
“doing  all  the  things  that  I always  wanted

$20,000  Grant  Received  for  New  Flexible  Science  Laboratory 


Almost  all  science  courses 
have  run  at  full  capacity 
for  the  past  few  years , and 
most  have  had  waiting  lists . 


Anew  flexible  biology  laboratory  will  be  installed  in  Dane  212  in  time 
for  the  fall  term  with  the  support  of  a 520,000  grant  from  the  Frank 
Stanley  Beveridge  Foundation  of  Jupiter,  Fla.,  and  in-kind  donations 
from  the  Whitehead  Institute  and  Arial  Pharmaceuticals,  which  include  6 
Eppendorf  centrifuges  and  253  cases  of  scientific  materials,  including  glass- 
ware, reagents,  and  testing  equipment. 

Biology  Professor  Elizabeth  Gardner  said,  “These  donations  will  allow  us 
to  create  a new  type  of  science  lab  on  campus.  We  will  be  able  to  use  it  for 
both  science  lecture  courses  and  for  experimental  work  as  need  dictates. 
It  is  an  innovative  way  to  provide  the  space  to  meet  rigorous  academic 
demands  while  conserving  precious  resources  by  renovating  an  existing 
classroom  for  multiple  uses.” 

The  new  approach  was  stimulated  by  the  unprecedented  growth  in  the 
sciences  at  PMC,  particularly  biology.  Almost  all  science  courses  have  run 
at  full  capacity  for  the  past  few  years,  and  most  have  had  waiting  lists.  Two 
collaborations  have  been  established — with  the  William  F.  Connell  School 
of  Nursing  at  Boston  College  and  the  Marine  Studies  Consortium — and  new 
initiatives  have  also  been  launched  in  the  area  of  biomedical  sciences. 

In  order  to  maximize  use  of  existing  classroom  space,  PMC  developed  a 
new  type  of  design  able  to  accommodate  a variety  of  teaching  demands.  It 
uses  laboratory  desk  pods  instead  of  traditional  benches  so  that  students 
can  work  cooperatively  on  experiments  and  communicate  with  others  dur- 
ing lab  time,  as  well  as  take  notes  or  view  presentations  during  lectures. 
Computer-driven  media  equipment  that  will  allow  for  presentations  from 
mobile  technology  has  been  carefully  sited  so  that  each  student  can  see 
materials  presented  during  labs  or  lectures  from  any  place  in  the  room. 

Initially  the  flexible  laboratory  will  be  used  only  as  a “dry”  lab  (one  in 
which  hazardous  materials  are  not  used,  although  water  and  other  liquids 
will  be).  Flowever,  the  lab  will  have  the  infrastructure  to  allow  its  use  to  be 
expanded  in  the  future.  The  lab  will  accommodate  20  students  in  groups 
of  four  at  five  pods.  Ten  microscopes  will  be  available  for  student  use,  and 
the  lab  is  completely  wheelchair  accessible.  ♦

The  2005  PMC  Health  and  Wellness  Fair 
drew  most  of  the  student  body,  faculty, 
and  staff,  as  well  as  a number  of  neighbors 
of  the  College  to  the  interactive  displays  set 
up  by  29  exhibitors  and  14  sponsors  in  the 
Ashby  Campus  Center  on  Tuesday,  April  5. 
Sponsored  by  the  Health  and  Wellness  Center, 
the  annual  event  focused  on  issues  that  are  of 
particular  concern  to  women,  including  stress, 
body  piercing,  smoking  cessation,  weight  loss, 
anorexia  and  bulimia,  osteoporosis  prevention, 
breast  and  skin  cancer  awareness.  Massage, 
blood  pressure  screening  and  dental  evalu- 
ations were  offered  also,  and  referrals  were 
made  as  needed.  ♦

Sponsored  by  the  College,  the  con- 
ference provided  serious  writers  of 
fiction,  pop  fiction,  poetry,  and  cre- 
ative nonfiction  an  opportunity  to 
learn  about  aspects  of  the  literary 
journey  from  manuscript  prepara- 
tion through  the  convolutions  of 
submission  to  the  success  of  final 
publication. 

The  program  was  coordinated  by 
poet  Meg  Kearney,  former  associ- 
ate director  of  the  National  Book 
Foundation  for  more  than  ten  years 
and  author  of  An  Unkindness  of  Ravens 
and  The  Secret  of  Me.  Kearney  recently 
joined  PMC  to  work  on  the  develop- 
ment of  a proposed  MFA  in  Creative 
Writing.

Enrollment  in  PMC's  English 
Language  Institute’s  (ELI’s)  sum- 
mer program  is  at  the  highest  level 
since  the  summer  preceding  9/1 1 
and  is  consistent  with  increases 
realized  this  spring. 

The  increase  is  attributed  in  part 
to  the  close  working  relationship  of 
the  ELI  staff  with  federal  immigration 
authorities  who  oversee  the  student 
visa  process,  to  aggressive  market- 
ing, and  to  redesigned  course  offer- 
ings. A wide  array  of  elective  choic- 
es are  offered,  including  Drama, 
Computers,  Pronunciation,  History, 
Newspaper  Writing,  Current  Events, 
Reading  for  Pleasure,  Conversation, 
Listening  Through  Music,  and  Public 
Speaking. 

The  program  is  aided  by  the 
College’s  proximity  to  Boston,  which 
offers  unique  opportunities  to  com- 
bine educational  and  cultural  excur- 
sions for  students,  for  example:

PMC’s  softball  Gators  had  only  one  week  of  practice 
before  the  opening  of  the  Great  Northeast  Atlantic 
Conference  (GNAC)  season,  after  returning  from  their 
Florida  trip  in  March.  But  they  launched  the  season  with 
a bang!  Simmons  College  was  the  first  opponent,  and  the 
Gators  won  both  games  against  Simmons  in  the  bottom  of 
the  seventh.  The  next  two  games  would  be  against  Rhode 
Island’s  Johnson  and  Wales,  with  major  playoff  implications  on 
the  line.  Continuing  their  streak,  PMC  won  the  first  game  and 
battled  for  ten  innings  to  victory  in  the  second. 

Non-league  games  that  followed  brought  disappointing 
losses,  though,  making  the  Gators  end  the  GNAC  season  in  an 
18-6  tie  for  third  place.  Finally  PMC  won  the  tiebreaker  with 
two  wins  over  Johnson  and  Wales  and  was  seeded  third  in  the 
conference  tournament. 

In  the  playoffs,  PMC  hosted  a first-round  game  and  won 
convincingly,  which  sent  the  team  to  the  double  elimination 
conference  tournament.  Battling  Suffolk  in  the  first  game,  PMC 
struggled  in  the  pouring  rain  and  lost  0-4,  placing  the  Gators 
in  an  elimination  situation — lose  and  they  go  home.  But  the 
Gators  stayed  alive,  winning  two  games  back-to-back  in  the 
tournament.  Eventually,  despite  a strong  rally  in  later  innings, 
the  Gators  fell,  6-5,  in  the  semifinal  face-off  against  Suffolk. 

Junior  Ashley  Woodward  was  named  First  Team  All 
Conference  and  All  Tournament  Team.  Senior  Megan  Goss 
was  named  Second  Team  All  Conference  and  All  Tournament 
Team.  Goss  is  one  of  only  a few  Pine  Manor  Gators  to  be 
named  to  the  All  GNAC  team  all  four  years.  She  also  broke  the 
PMC  record  for  all-time  career  hits.  ♦

KELLOGG  AWARD 

The  Kellogg  Award  was  established  in  1987  by  James,  Morris,  Peter, 
and  Richard  Kellogg  in  honor  of  their  mother,  Elizabeth  Kellogg  '35. 
The  award  recognizes  members  of  the  PMC  community  who,  after  a 
minimum  of  five  years  of  service,  demonstrate  “a  substantial  commit- 
ment of  time  or  unusually  distinguished,  effective,  or  creative  service 
to  the  College,  at  any  level  of  its  operations,"  with  a substantial  sti- 
pend. The  funds  are  to  be  used  for  personal  growth,  travel,  renewal, 
or  academic  enrichment.

More  than  150  faculty  and  staff 
gathered  on  March  3 in  the 
Founder’s  Room  to  honor 
friends  and  colleagues  on  their  service 
milestones  and  to  give  special  recogni- 
tion to  the  three  recipients  of  the  Kellogg 
Award:  Campus  Safety  Supervisor  Dana 
Gregorio,  Associate  Professor  of  Art 
History  William  Stargard,  and  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Annenberg  Library  and 
Head  of  Reference  Sarah  Woolf. 

In  presenting  the  Kellogg  awards, 
President  Nemerowicz  said,  “Our  com- 
munity is  composed  of  dedicated,  caring 
individuals  who  are  committed  to  the 
College  and  its  mission  and  who  regularly 
give  unstintingly  of  themselves.  When  it 
comes  to  selecting  the  recipients  for  the 
annual  Kellogg  awards,  we  always  have 
an  embarrassment  of  riches.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  single  out  one  person.  This 
year,  in  fact,  we  have  a three-way  tie." 

Dana  Gregorio  came  to  Pine  Manor  in 
1998  as  a Security  Officer  and  is  now  a 
Campus  Safety  Supervisor.  Not  only  is  he 
a calm  and  knowledgeable  presence  in 
the  Security  Booth,  but  he  also  excels  at 
repairing  radios,  doing  computer  work, 
troubleshooting  car  problems,  and  find- 
ing shutoff  valves  for  pipes  in  times  of 
emergency.  Whatever  task  he  takes  on, 
he  does  well. 

Gregorio  knows  the  campus  better 
than  anyone.  This  awareness  of  detail 


is  especially  important  in  situations 
when,  for  example,  the  power  goes  off 
and  something — fuse  boxes,  switches, 
a piece  of  equipment,  or  some  other 
critical  part — needs  to  be  found  in  the 
dark.  Time  is  saved,  and  the  solution  is 
expedited. 

Gregorio  willingly  stays  late  when 
needed  or  comes  in  on  his  day  off  to  be 
sure  the  campus  and  students  and  staff 
are  taken  care  of.  According  to  his  col- 
leagues, his  style  is  centered  on  others 
not  himself. 


Associate  Professor  William  Stargard, 
who  joined  Pine  Manor's  faculty  in 
1995  to  teach  Art  History,  earned  a BA 
from  Rutgers  University  and  a PhD  from 
Columbia  University.  He  was  awarded  a 
Lindsey  Professorship  and  was  selected 
as  one  of  the  first  Associates  of  the 
Center  for  ilsr.  He  also  coaches  Pine 
Manor’s  cross-country  team  and  serves 
on  numerous  committees. 

Stargard’s  dissertation  examined 
18th-century  Italian  poorhouses  and 
other  charitable  institutions.  He  has 
plans  to  publish  a book,  tentatively  titled 


Virtue  and  Spirituality  in  the  Architecture  of 
Bernardo  Vittone,  on  his  recent  research, 
which  has  focused  on  the  18th-century 
convent  church  of  Santa  Chiara  in  Turin, 
Italy. 

Through  all  of  his  work — scholarly, 
educational,  co-curricular — Stargard  has 
demonstrated  his  commitment  to  the 
College’s  mission.  The  important  values 
of  inclusivity  and  community  building 
intersect  all  he  does.  He  has  benefit- 
ed from  students’  comments  and  ques- 
tions in  response  to  presentations  of  his 


research  findings.  In  establishing  PMC’s 
Student  Athlete  Advising  Committee,  he 
worked  with  a variety  of  constituen- 
cies on  campus  to  establish  connections 
between  our  athletics  program  and  our 
mission.  In  2004,  he  was  instrumental 
in  bringing  in  a Si 0,000  grant  from  the 
NCAA  to  help  PMC  focus  on  diversity  in 
athletics.  As  a Center  Associate  he  devel- 
oped a service  component  for  a Latin 
American  art  class  and  started  a project 
with  a Boston  city  archeologist,  in  which 
students  will  be  collecting  oral  histories 
with  older  Bostonians  who  inhabit  the

Sarah  Woolf  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Annenberg  Library  in  1 993  as  a Reference 


and  Interlibrary  Loan  Librarian.  Today 
she  is  Assistant  Director  and  Head  of 
Reference  at  the  Library.  She  holds  a 
Master’s  degree  in  library  and  infor- 
mation science  from  Simmons  and  an 
undergraduate  degree  in  art  history 
from  Brandeis.  Previously  she  worked  as 
a librarian  at  Charles  River  Associates, 
Oxbow  Corporation,  and  the  MFA. 

In  countless  concrete  ways  every  day, 
Woolf  contributes  to  the  mission  of  the 
College  and  strengthens  the  experience 
of  students  and  faculty.  The  instruc- 
tion she  provides  in  classes  and  indi- 
vidually helps  students  take  advantage 
of  resources  and  learn  the  value  and 
excitement  of  the  process  of  research.  A 
glance  at  the  Library’s  Web  page  shows 


the  numerous  “Research  Guides”  that 
Woolf  has  authored. 

By  reading  the  syllabi  for  all  classes, 
she  anticipates  what  students’  research 
needs  will  be.  In  addition,  she  works 
creatively  and  collaboratively  to  improve 
access  to  library  resources,  build  the 
library’s  collection,  and  publicize  library 
services.  Her  involvement  in  local  and 
regional  library  associations  puts  a pub- 
lic face  on  the  Annenberg  Library  and 
helps  to  spread  awareness  about  Pine 
Manor  College  today. 

Woolf  serves  on  the  Curriculum 
Committee  and  recently  collaborated 
with  William  Stargard’s  Art  History 
Seminar  in  mounting  the  L’Merchie 
Frazier  exhibit  in  the  Hess  Gallery.  In 
the  past  she  participated  in  training 
workshops  for  RAs  during  Orientation 
and  helped  organize  a community  seder 
dinner.

Director  of  Maintenance  Reno  Trubiano 
retired  on  Friday,  February  18,  2005, 
after  serving  the  College  for  more  than 
23  years,  and  was  given  a send-off  by  col- 
leagues in  the  Montcrief  Room  that  was 
attended  by  many  faculty  and  staff.

Building.  His  exceptional  service  was  recognized  with  a Kellogg  Award  in  1993. 
The  day  after  he  retired,  Trubiano  and  his  wife,  Christine,  headed  for  Florida  for 
an  extended  stay,  and  they  have  plans  for  spending  most  of  the  late  spring  and 
summer  at  their  house  on  Martha’s  Vineyard.

She 
serves  on  the  Scholarship  Committee  of  the  Wellesley  Women’s  Club, 
the  Program  Committee  for  the  Sunday  programs  of  the  East  Dennis 
Public  Library,  and  the  Ladies  Aid  Society.  She  has  spent  a consid- 
erable time  working  on  PMC  archives  and  meets  with  other  PMC 
emeriti/ae  once  a month  for  lunch.  She  has  also  been  transcribing 
portions  of  her  maternal  grandfather’s  seven-volume  journal  record- 
ing the  history  of  her  family,  for  her  nephews  and  nieces  and  their 
offspring.
